Amba ador_Hérbert Schroeder, Ambassador of the F eral Republic of Germany 
in Guinea, visited the Embassy Residence three times yesterday (Sunday, March 6), 
and I went once to his Residence in the face of. developments that started with a 


radio broadcast and ended with a summoning telegram.

The West German Ambassador had been informed by an officer of his Embassy 
about a broadcast emanating from Germany which stated that the recognition of the 
German Democratic Republic by Guinea had resulted in the recall of the West German 
Ambassador. Startled by this news which he was hearing for the first time, Ambassa- 
dor Schroeder turned on his radio and heard a similar broadcast in French (from an 


undisclosed station).

Embarrassed by a lack of ready cash because of the precipitous closing of 
banks in Conakry (separate despatch to follow), confronted by the inability to 
communicate with his Government because his Embassy had no account at the local 
telegraph office, the Ambassador sought the help of the American Embassy to send 
a message to Bonn. It was agreed that his Embassy would send the message provided 
it was sent through the American Embassy in Bonn. Tt was finally not necessary 
to take this measure, as the German Embassy finally succeeded in getting the 
message through the usual channels. 


The subject of the recognition of the East German Government has been a con- 
stant source of discussion and-concern for the West German Embassy, but Ambassador 
Schroeder thought that the matter had been settled once and for all on December 26, 
1959. At that time the Ambassador had heenfsummoned to the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs and told that President Toure felt: that’the-time had come to recognize 
the German Democratic Republic. This step would have to be taken if Guinea " to 
be consistent with its policy of recognizing all nations which would respect i 
dignity and independence. It was pointed.oyt to Ambassador Schroeder that bag 
own country had already made an exception of’ the Soviet Union, and Guinea .céwld c 
see no reason why it should not be able to recognize both German Governing fou a 

ones! 


| Ambassador Schroeder explained that Russia was one of the four occupy “powers in 
Germany, He stated further that his own Government would certainlywithdray-tf 
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Guinea recognized the Hast German Government. The problem seemingly was settled 
at this point and the Guinea Government dropped the matter. 


Ambassador Schroeder contacted the Ministry of Foreign Affairs Sunday morn- 
ing, March 6, and was able to talk to DIALLO Alpha, Secretary General. The Secre~ 
tary was non-committal and said that he would have to await a communique from the 
Guinea Government. In a private conversation Ambassador Schroeder revealed to the 
Secretary General that he was being called back to Bonn, and that the matter was 
-viewed serious enough to warrant breaking off diplomatic relations, The Secretary 
General remained unmoved. He said that President Toure was not in Conakry, and 
that even though he would return the next day. (Monday), he had a heavy schedule. 
He agreed to try to find an appointment time for the Ambassador. 


Ambassador Schroeder went to see a neighbor, BARRY Ibrahima, new Minister of 
Justice, and asked Barry for a possible explanation. Barry pointed out that the 
West German Republic had made already one exception with Moscow which recognized 
both German Republics. Barry said that inasmuch as Guinea was one of the most 
important independent nations in Africa, it could see no reason why Bonn should 
not grant it the same privilege as that enjoyed by Moscow. 


While admitting that Sekou Toure has reiterated constantly his statenent 
about recognizing all nations that will respect the dignity and sovereignty of 
Guinea, Ambassador Schroeder feels that Toure and the Guinea Government have 
deceived him personally as well as his Government, The Ambassador said that as 
late as last week when he protested to the Guinea Government about the false 
charges concerning the collaboration between his Government and France in the 
Sahara bomb test, he had received no inkling in the apologetic reply from Toure 
that would indicate the imminent recognition of the rival Government. 


Ambassador Schroeder, who leaves Conakry tonight, could foresee no course 
for his Government other than breaking off relations. He regretted that the West 
had done so little in Guinea, and had moved with such slowness. He said that he 
would express this regret in Bonn. He said that some large scale action by the ~ 
West would be the only thing that could forestall the almost complete envelopment 
of Guinea. He regretted to be leaving the field of battle at a most crucial 
moment, but his Government had threatened previously to follow this course of 
action if Guinea recognized East Germany. The Ambassador conceded that his 
country had been able to accomplish very little in Guinea, and would probably not 
be greatly missed except for psychological reasons and for purposes o@ keeping the 
appearance of a united front. - 


COMMENT: Ambassador Schroeder feels that he will not be allowed. to return 
to Guinea. 


It should be pointed out that up to the time of the writing of this despatch, 
Ambassador Schroeder has received no official word from the Guinea Government

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Nevertheless, in view of conflicting press reports, we failed to obtaim complete 7 Q 
clarity orn the matter. 


Om March 9 the Federal Cabinet authorized me to recall our Ambassador to Conakry ; 
im the event that diplomatic relations should actually have been established between 
Guimea and Pankow. In the meantime also President Sekou Touré sought to clarify the 
matter. As shown by his letter to the Chancellor and various press interviews he, too, 
sought to avoid a break of relations. We heard tht he had ordered his Ambassadors, 
Nabi Youla and Seydou Comté, to report to Comakry. 


However, the exchamage betweer Bonn and Comakry threatemed to become unduly 
protracted, if only because of communications difficulties; om the other hand, the 
German public had a right to expect that the matter/elarified quickly. As our 
Ambassador in Guinea, for understandable reasons, had to remain im Bonn, I decided 
to send to Guinea Ministerialdirektor von Etzdorf, together with a member of our 
legal division, im order to get results from a persomal conversation with the President. 


President Sekou Touré was immediately ready to receive the gentlemen; however, 
the conversation could not take place until April 3 becausel» was attending, with 
his govermment, an economic comference in Kankan, 700 kilometers from thecapital. 
Mr. vom Etzdorf informed me that the conversation took place im a friendly atmosphere 
amd im complete frankwess. President Sekou Toure explained the matter in detail. 
He gave assurances that--as he put it--"diplomatic relations with the authorities 
of East Germany" had not beem established by Guimea; reports to the contrary, published 
im certain press organs, were false. President Touré said he was prepared to ounce 
this publicly in the form of am official statement. This was done im Conakry lstnight. 
The statemert reads as follows: 


"Om April 3, 1960, im Kamkan, His Excellency Sekou Touré, President of the 
Republic of Guinea, received in private audience Dr. Hasso von Etzdorf, Ministerial- 
direktor im the Foreign Office of the Federal Republic of Germany. On tis occagion 
the President confirmed that, in contrast to assetioms made in certain press organs, 
there do mot exist any diplomatic relations betweer the Republic of Guinea and the 
authorities of East Germany." 


With this statement the matter is settled to our satisfaction. 


The Federal Government. attributed the greatest importance to friendly relations 
with the young African states. Therefore, we showed great patience im dealing 
with this matter, although at first it looked as if diplomatic relations had indeed 
beer established between Guinea and Pankow. We believe that by taking the initiative 
at that time, we have rendered a mot insignificamt comtribution to the clarification 
of the misunderstanding between us and Guinea. This also contributed to the detente. 
It turmed out that we were right im not actimg precipitately, END TEXT

On the other hand, however, the 
Foreign Office has not developed a clear tactical line as to how to deal 
with similar problems in the future. 


HHEKKEKE 


The German Government's official assessment of its handling of the 
Guinean affair was expressed by Foreign Minister von Brentano in his 
statement to the Bundestag on April 8, 1960. After reviewing the history 
of the incident and reading the communiqué which formed the basis of the 
final solution, Brentano said "with this statement the matter is settled 
to our satisfaction...we showed great patience in dealing with this 
matter...by taking the initiative, we rendered a not insignificant con- 
tribution to the clarification of the misunderstandings between Guinea 
and ourselves...we were right in nqt agting precipitately"., This view 
was echoed by the official publications’ of: the CDU, SPD, and ec 
of which congratulated the Foreign Office on its successful displ 
patience. rm 
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4n objective review of the various steps which had been taken by the 
Foreign Office, however, might lead to a somewhat less rosy appraisal of 
Bonn'*s handling of the crisis. It would appear from the sequence of events 
desoribed in Enclosure 1 that Bonn was reacting to Conakry’s various moves 
without, apparently, being guided by any consistent and clear tactical 
concepts. 


The first action of the Foreign Office after East Berlin announced 
that it had established diplomatic relations with Conakry was to recall 
Ambassador Schroeder for consultation. Before leaving for Bonn, Schroeder 
had an interview with Tour, which Brentano described in the above-~ 
mentioned Bundestag statement as follows: "When Schroeder took leave of 
Sekou Touré, the latter gave the impression of having been completely 
surprised by the reports; he admitted that Pankow wanted to alter its 
relations with Conakry«where so far it only maintains a trade mission-- 
but he gave assurances that diplomatic relations had not been established; 
he repeated this assurance in a letter to the Chancellor on March 14", 
Taking this official statement at its face value, the question arises as 
to why it was necessary for the Federal Republic to submit its relations 
with Guinea to a month-long crisis when Tour$& himself had given such 
assurances so soon after the incident erupted. One possible explanation 
is suggested by the fact that at the same interview Touré had tumed down 
Schroeder*s request for a public denial of the Kast Berlin reports; from 
this we might assume that Bonn was only awaiting the publication of an 
official declaration from Tour8 of the assurances he had privately given 
Schroeder. But in its handling of the next development in this Case, 
the Foreign Office appears to have strayed from that prinoiple. When 
he got Tour&%s March 14 letter to Adenauer with the unequivocal phrase 
"as of now no diplomatio relations exist between the Republic of Guinea 
and Hast Germany", Brentano nevertheless branded this letter as."oompletely 
unsatisfactory" and rejeoted the Foreign Office recommendation to publish 
it. 


In the next stage of the affair, moreover, Brentano insisted on 
presenting the Guineans with a list of seven questions whose clarification 


..Was considered essential to any normalization of relations. The stiff tone 


of these questions (see Bonn*s T-1807) makes this aide memoire an 
unfortunate dooument and makes it difficult +o deduce what principles 
underlay the German attitude. Ambassador Schroeder told us privately that 
he considered it a mistake to ask the highly sensitive Guinean Government 
such questions as "Did Ambassador Seydou Conte comprehend the speech given 
in response by the Soviet Zone?...Was Ambassador Conte authorized upon 

his return from East Berlin to tell other diplomats in Moscow that he was 
fully accredited to the Government of the Soviet Zone?" The final 
question, "Does the Government of Guinea agree to publish the answers to 
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these questions both in Bonn ana Conakry?" made it extremely hard for the 
Guineans to answer the note at all Since they were not only being askeq 
fairly stiff questions, but were being requested to broadcast the answers 
from their own capital. 


Prepared to carry out the threat, ana yet Bonn woulda simply repeat these 


. Etzdorf*s mission to Kankan is quite properly given oredit for 


‘Yesolving the Crisis, yet he was not able to get any commitment as to how 


long Giinea would continue to deny Pankow diplomatic reoognition, nor wag 
he able to get direct or Satisfactory answers to the seven questions in 


Adenauer in the letter of March 14. The same might have been accomplished 
by the simple publication of the paragraph containing that assurance in 
the March 14 letter, Certainly, the informal explanations given by Touré 


Perhaps the most unfortunate aspect of the affair was the split which 


8ppears to have developed within the Foreign Office on the handling of this 


but different groups within the Foreign Office tended to give more emphasis 
to one or the other of these two aims, This disagreement increased as the 
weeks passed by, until it became quite marked at the time Etzdorf left for 
Guinea. 


The hard-line view was that Touré has demonstrated, if only by his 
lack of forthrightness in’ answering Bonn’?s questions, that he was drifting 
steadily towards the Soviet bloc; therefore, if there were any further 
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equivooation at all on the part of Guinea, the Federal Republic should 
sever relations and use the Etzdorf mission to demonstrate that it had 
been longesuffering and reasonable. The opposing thesis was that all of 
the unofficial statements from Conakry showed Guinea as the innocent victim 
of Hast Berlin*’s dupery and therefore that the Etzdorf mission should make 
it possible for Bonn and Conakry to normalize their relations and yet save 
face. This difference was finally resolved when Etzdorf (head of 
Abteilung West II) was able to go directly to Brentano with his proposal 
for solving the crisis on the basis of the communiqué he had drafted with 
Sekou Touré. 


One important and unfortunate split within the Foreign Office was the 
purely geographic one between the Foreign Minister and his staff. Brentano 
was out of the country during most of the time concerned and therefore, 
while he kept the over-all policy responsibility, he did not have personal 
access to the officials working directly on the problem during the most 
acute period of the orisis. To this can presumably be attributed his 
failure to accept the recommendation of his staff for the resolution of 
the crisis on March 18, as well as the sharp legalistio tone of the 
questions in the aide memoire of that same date. 


Taking all things into consideration, possibly the most honest 
appraisal of the Guinean affair is that Bonn was successful in that it 
managed to keep the Hallstein Doctrine intact. Various newspaper 
editorials in mid»Maroh had spoken of the necessity of abandoning the 
principle that Bonn will not maintain diplomatic relations with any 
country=-other than the Soviet Unione=which recognizes East Germany. Many 
officials in Bonn have for a long time doubted the long-term viability of 
this Doctrine but have been unable to provide a substitute method for 
avoiding general diplomatic recognition of Pankow. As a matter of fact, 
the Hallstein Doctrine did undergo a slight modification or "liberalization" 
in the course of the affair since both von Eckardt publicly and the 
Chancellor privately explained to journalists that Bonn’s policy was to 
consider recognition of Hast Germany by any country other than the Soviet 
Union as an “unfriendly act"--as a result of which Bonn might or might not 
break relations with the country in question, depending on German national 
interests. This interpretation, that the Hallstein Doctrine does not bind 
the Federal Government necessarily to break diplomatic relations, appears 
to be a fairly substantial modification of policy which has largely gone 
unnoticed in Germany and abroad. In aotual fact, of course, the 
modification is purely theoretical since in all probability the Federal 
Republic would break its relations with any country which recognizes 
Pankow; from a practical point of view, the decisive factor is that Bonn 
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has alweys done B00 Subconsciously, at least, in the minds of the 
responsible Bonn officials thig Preservation of the Hallstein Doctrine 


represented a temporary abandonment of the Hallstein Doctrine. The French, 
on the other hand, clearly favored drastic action on the part of Bonn,
